Robberies can leave 
victims with symptoms 
of post-traumatic stress

It’s been more than two months since Amy 
Wheeler was mugged near Division Street 
and Damen Avenue as she walked home 
from the “L.” 

Wheeler, 29, never saw her attacker’s face, 
but what she did see rattled her. So much so 
that the technical writer has left Chicago. 
She just needs some peace. 

“I haven’t gone out a lot,” she said. “I am 
probably not going to go to the city any time 
soon. ... It just doesn’t feel safe.” 

Wheeler is just one of thousands of peo- 
ple who are robbed on Chicago’s streets 
each year. Through the end of July, robber- 
ies —which include muggings like Wheeler’s 
and those in which a weapon is used— were 
up 1. 1 percent. Strong-arm robberies, those 
without a weapon, were down. 

The attacks have become a focal point 
for the city with recent reports of vicious, 
knock-down assaults and a string of armed 
stickups. 

The incidents stretch across the city, 
including holdups at South Side Metra sta- 
tions and a string of nine armed robberies 
in Roseland and West Pullman on the Far 
South Side. A series of beatings and rob- 
beries on the North Side has drawn atten- 
tion because of the malicious nature of the 
attacks and because they are happening in 
neighborhoods with comparatively few vio- 
lent incidents. 

The robberies, in general, have captured 
people’s attention for a reason, experts say 

“I have always contended that armed rob- 
bers are among the most dangerous group 
of criminals,” said Art Lurigio, professor of 
psychology and criminal justice at Loyola 
University Chicago. “They are in a person’s 
face, eyeball- to-eyeb all, taking possessions 
with brute force or threat of force.” 

In the past 12 months, there have been 
16,690 robberies in the city, according to 
unofficial Chicago police statistics. 

Chicago detectives are chasing at least two 
established robbery patterns in the city 

An alert has been issued for the armed 
robberies along Halsted Street between 
mth and 116th Streets in West Pullman and 
Roseland, Pullman Area Property Crimes 
Sgt. Tim Koren said. “They hit on Halsted 
and go into the neighborhoods, which is all 
residential,” Koren said. “Somebody knows 


who they are.” 

There also is an alert out for the Lincoln 
Park attacks, which were marked by violent 
beatings from behind, including one that 
left a victim with a broken jaw. 

Lurigio said he finds robberies to be par- 
ticularly troubling because of how random 
and, at times, senseless they are. They can 
leave victims with symptoms of post-trau- 
matic stress. 

“It’s your sense of the world being pre- 
dictable— shattered,” Lurigio said. “It’s your 


sense of safety— shattered.” 

Getting attacked certainly shattered 
Wheeler’s sense of safety, she said. In the 
days following, she walked with pepper 
spray in one hand, a whistle in the other. 

She remains haunted by not knowing 
what her attacker really wanted that night. 

“It’s probably someone who wanted the 
cash,” she said. “But what if the guy wants to 
teach you a lesson for fighting back? What 
would have happened if he actually dragged 
me into the alley?”

Hurricane wave 
pulls spectators 
out to sea off 
coast of Maine

EDGARTOWN, Mass. The Coast Guard says a 
7-year-old girl died Sunday after a large wave 
stirred up by Hurricane Bill swept her and two 
others off a rocky ledge at Acadia National 
Park in Maine. 

Steve McCausland of the Maine Public 
Safety Department says the girl’s name isn’t 
being released but that she was from New 
York state. The girl was one of three people 
plucked from the water by rescuers. The other 
two were a man and a 12-year-old girl who were 
hospitalized. 

The three were part of an early afternoon 
crowd that had gathered on some rocks at the 
park’s Thunder Hole, a popular tourist attrac- 
tion where waves often crash into a crevasse 
and make a thundering sound while splashing 
high in the air. 

“This is absolutely the effects of Hurricane 
Bill” coupled with the effect of high tide, park 
ranger Sonya Berger said. 

The girl was unresponsive when she was 
rescued, officials said. The waves were running 
10 to 12 feet high with 25-knot winds along the 
coast. 

The hurricane also was blamed for the death 
of a 54-year-old swimmer Saturday in Florida. 
Volusia County Beach Patrol Capt. Scott 
Petersohn said Angel Rosa of Orlando was 
unconscious when he washed ashore in rough 
waves fueled by Bill at New Smyrna Beach, 
along the central Florida coast. 

The center of the hurricane was about 230 
miles west of Newfoundland on Sunday night, 
according to the National Hurricane Center. 

Its maximum sustained winds had dropped 
to 75 mph, and it was moving northeast at 35 
mph. 

The storm is expected to continue to lose 
strength as it moves over cooler waters.

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One person’s family pet is another’s dangerous breed

The name on the bejeweled pink collar says it 
all: Diva. 

The black and caramel-color, 2-year-old 
Rottweiler demands attention, showering her 
owners and guests with licks and kisses. 

“They’re just the friendliest and most affec- 
tionate dogs,” her owner, 37-year-old Tim 
Jendro, said of Rottweilers. Diva is the third 
Rotty he has owned. 

Weighing in at 90 pounds of “pure sweet- 
ness,” according to Jendro, Diva can slap a 
doggy high-five on command and shares her 
food and water dishes with Mr. Big, Jendro’s 
(much tinier) pug. “Ever since we got [Diva], 
they’ve been in love,” he said. 

Not everyone shares the love. 

Jennifer Felsted, 25, said she’s afraid of 
any dog that’s “big and loud.” That includes 
Rottweilers, German shepherds and pit bulls. 
“I don’t know what they’re capable of,” said the 
Edgewater resident. 

The big and eager dogs are unpredictable, 
said Felsted’s husband, Sterling. “If they’re 
jumping all over the place, the owners don’t 
have much control over them,” he said. 

Chicago’s recent move to strengthen its dan- 
gerous dogs ordinance under a crackdown led 
by Aid. Eugene Schulter (47th) brings to light 
the stigma of owning a dog that may be per- 
ceived as aggressive or vicious. 

Although Chicago law targets a dog’s behav- 
ior and not any particular breed, media reports 
of dogfighting and maulings fuel the reputations 
of certain dogs — commonly Rottweilers and pit 
bulls— as attack animals. Pit bulls, Rottweilers 
and Doberman pinschers have been banned 
since May at New York City housing projects. 
In some places, such as the Village of Addison, 
111 ., and Denver, owning pit bulls is prohibited. 

In the Chicago area, pit bulls have been sin- 


TOUGHER LAWS PROPOSED 

In Chicago, dogs are deemed dangerous 
if they bite, attack or kill another animal or 
human, chase a person in attack mode with- 
out provocation or are trained for fighting 
or used as a guard dog. If a dog is declared 
dangerous, both dog and owner face serious 
consequences, the most serious of which is 
euthanization for the dog. 

Owners of dangerous dogs are required 
to purchase liability insurance of at least 
$100,000, obtain a dangerous animal license 
and muzzle the dog off-property, among 
other restrictions. 

Last month, Aid. Eugene Schulter (47th) 
called for stricter regulations for dog owners 
who violate the city’s dangerous animals ordi- 
nance. He wants violators to be prohibited 
from owning a dog for five years. Owners 
who have more than one dog declared dan- 
gerous within five years would be permanent- 
ly barred from owning a dog in the city under 
the proposal. l.v. 



gled out by lawmakers and some residents in 
Highland Park and Elgin, where attacks involv- 
ing the breeds have taken place. 

But instead of targeting all pit bull owners, 
the Highland Park City Council on Monday 
is set to discuss an ordinance that would mir- 
ror Chicago’s current law and strengthen 
the suburb’s existing laws on individual dogs 
that are deemed vicious, not specific breeds. 
Meanwhile, Elgin is considering ordinances 
that would impose stiffer penalties on owners 
of animals involved in biting incidents. 

The American Kennel Club and Anti- Cruelty 
Society oppose enacting breed-specific legisla- 
tion. 

To be sure, fears of Rottweilers and pit bulls 
are grounded in real-life examples of the poten- 
tial these dogs have to inflict severe harm or, in 
some cases, to kill. According to news reports,

a 13 -year-old Aurora girl was treated last month 
after being attacked by a pit bull and a 4-year-old 
boy died in January after he was mauled by at 
least one Rottweiler on the Southwest Side. In 
February 2008, a pit bull attacked a man walk- 
ing his dogs in Albany Park. Dog owners such as 
Jendro say these stories give their pets a bad rap. 

“I’ll have people who cross the street so they 
don’t have to walk by us,” said Jendro, who lives 
in the West Loop. “It frustrates me because if 
they just give her a chance, they’ll see she’s a 
sweet little girl. She just wants to be loved.” 

Gwen Bauer, 29, said she believes that how a 
dog behaves depends on its owner. 

Still, she’s protective of her small dog, a Lhasa 
apso-poodle mix. “If we’re just walking down the 
street, I keep him away till I know if {the other 
dog is] nice enough,” said Bauer, who lives in the 
South Loop. “I ask, ‘Is your dog friendly?’ ” 


Some say a dog’s behavior is a reflection of 
how it is raised and treated and has little to do 
with its breed. 

“It really isn’t fair to condemn a breed,” said 
Robyn Barbiers, president of the Anti- Cruelty 
Society in Chicago, which runs a pit bull adop- 
tion program called Bully Buddy that strives to 
put the dogs in good homes. 

Pit bulls stay days— even months— longer in 
shelters compared with other dogs before being 
adopted, said Barbiers, who added that the dogs’ 
reputation and size are contributing factors. 

Shelters are working, however, to dispel 
myths and misconceptions about the dogs. 
Ironically, football star Michael Vick’s highly 
publicized dogfighting scandal has helped, 
said Paula Fasseas, founder of Pets Are Worth 
Saving (PAWS) Chicago, another city shelter. 

The publicity has led to greater public aware-

ness and more people have expressed an interest in 
saving the dogs, Fasseas said. 

Mary Burke-Peterson didn’t think she’d ever 
own a pit bull. ‘All you really know is pit bulls are 
big trouble,” she recalled thinking. 

After her longtime pet, a German shepherd mix 
died, the dog that caught her eye turned out to be 
a i-year-old pit bull, Rocko. She adopted Rocko 
in June through the Anti- Cruelty Society’s Bully 
Buddy program. 

“He’s really very sweet, very energetic, very play- 
ful,” said Burke-Peterson, 58. 

The Uptown resident said, however, that’s she’s 
aware others don’t share her affection for Rocko. 

“If somebody’s thinking about adopting a pit, 
to a certain extent you have to harden your heart 
because of the reaction the dog is going to get,” she 
said. “Be mindful not everybody is going to say ‘Oh, 
I love your dog.

The fight against 
dogfighting 

How does Chicago combat dogfighting? 

The Animal Crimes Unit, a partnership 
between Chicago Police Department, Cook 
County Sheriff’s Department, and the U.S. 

Department of Agriculture, investigates 
incidents of animal abuse and neglect and 
coordinates raids on suspected dogfights. 

The unit encounters mainly pit bulls but 
other breeds, including bull mastiffs, have 
been rescued, Chicago Police News Affairs 
Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti told RedEye. 

Of the more than 600 dogs the unit 
has recovered, more than half have been 
involved in dogfighting, she said in an e-mail. 

Each month, the unit investigates 50 to 60 
reports of abuse and neglect, she said. 

Earlier this month, the unit stopped a dogfight in progress, rescuing nine severely 
scarred pit bulls and arresting seven people. In July, The Associated Press reported 
that as many as 350 dogs were seized and 30 people arrested in raids of dogfighting 
operations in five states, including Illinois. 

Elected officials are cracking down as well. Gov Quinn this month signed a law 
that makes it a misdemeanor for a convicted dogfighter to own unsterilized dogs or 
dogs deemed vicious by a court. 

Jeff Jenkins runs a free 10 -week pit bull training program for pit bull dog owners 
in Austin and Englewood, part of the Humane Society of the United States’ program 
to end dogfighting in Chicago. 

The at-risk dog owners targeted by the program come from an environment where 
violence toward dogs and people are common, Jenkins said. 

As lead trainer, Jenkins teaches the dogs obedience, socialization and agility skills. 
Dog owners who are at risk of getting into or have been involved in dogfighting learn 
how to properly care for pit bulls, bond with their dogs and praise them for doing 
a good job. 

The goal, Jenkins said, is “to completely change the culture of pit bull ownership 
in these communities.” leonorvivanco

Looking 
to adopt? 

Potential pit bull owners should be aware 
of what they’re getting into if they choose 
to adopt the dog, said Marcy Setter, direc- 
tor of education and public relations for 
Pit Bull Rescue Central. Typically, pit bulls 
are strong, very energetic and require 
plenty of exercise, she said. 

To find these dogs good homes, the 
Anti- Cruelty Society in Chicago started 
its Bully Buddy adoption program two 
years ago. Since the program was imple- 
mented in November 2007, 30 dogs have 
been adopted through the program. 
Potential owners face a more stringent 
adoption process than adopting other 
dogs. They have to apply to adopt the 
pit bull, are subject to a home visit, and 
take a mandatory seven-week dog train- 
ing course. 

“We saw a need: Because these ‘bully 
breeds’ are getting so popular in the city, 
there are a lot of animals being turned 
in, [and] the options were to euthanize 
them or screen them and find a home for 
them,” said Robyn Barbiers, president of 
the Anti- Cruelty Society

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Area Lutherans 
divided over gay 
leadership policy

Golden light filtered through the stained-glass windows of Holy Trinity 
Lutheran Church on Sunday illuminating a congregation on its feet. 

Everyone in the pews of the Wrigleyville church stood, some with 
tears in their eyes, applauding the Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America’s recent decision to allow gay men and women in committed 
relationships to serve as leaders. 

“It’s a good day to be a Lutheran,” said Patrice Macken, a member 
of Holy Trinity for six years. “I feel like it’s a long overdue decision ... 
it’s just a human rights issue.” 

Meanwhile, at St. Mark Lutheran Church in Lindenhurst, Rev. Bill 
Shields opened worship with a cry of anguish. “Dear Father, we come to 
you with heavy hearts because our church is in turmoil,” he prayed. 

On Friday, the nation’s largest Lutheran denomination rescinded a 
ban on the approval of non-celibate gay men and women to leadership 
positions. Individual congregations now have the ability to select pas- 
tors or lay leaders in monogamous and lifelong same-sex relationships. 
Last month, the Episcopal Church lifted a similar ban on non-celibate 
gay bishops. 

At Holy Trinity, members celebrated the historic change but also 
expressed hope for unity with those on the other side of the issue. 

Congregants sang hymns such as ‘All Are Welcome,” and in his ser- 
mon, Rev. Craig Mueller acknowledged a division on homosexuality 
and urged compassion for those who disagree with the denomina- 
tion’s decision. 

“Could it be,” Mueller asked in his sermon, “that the Holy Spirit 
isn’t revealed so much in the rightness of the position we hold on 
controversial issues, but in the ways we honor, respect and forgive 
those who disagree with us?” 

At St. Mark, parishioners closed their service singing the hymn 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers.” Shields remarked that the Scripture 
reading for the day, which urged Christians to “take up the shield of 
faith,” was particularly appropriate. 

Rev. Terry Breum of St. Mark said he does not want to leave the 
denomination, but said his congregation, whose motto is ‘A mainline 
church that still believes in the Bible,” will discuss options over the 
next year.

Undercover cops to catch dangerous drivers

The undercover police stings aimed at catching driv- 
ers who endanger pedestrians in crosswalks are back 
again— but this time at night, authorities said Sunday 
The first enforcement operation will be conducted 
at 8 p.m. Monday at Belmont Avenue and Orchard

Four areas with a history of a large number of vehi- 
cle-pedestrian accidents are targeted: River North, 
Austin, Wrigleyville and 79th Street from about 
Ashland to the Dan Ryan Expressway, officials said. 

Several enforcement strategies will be deployed, 
including using undercover off-duty police officers

The after-dark crash-reduction efforts will con- 
tinue through the fall, officials said. The locations of 
future crosswalk enforcement efforts will be posted 
at cityofchicago.org/transportation.

Dealers cash in 
on used clunkers 

From Vermont to California, exhausted but 
appreciative car dealers watched their lots grow 
empty as crowds rushed to trade in gas guzzlers 
during the final weekend of the popular Cash 
for Clunkers program. 

The hectic pace of the $3 billion rebate pro- 
gram accelerated in the final weekend, after the 
government announced the program would 
end at 7 p.m. Monday, two weeks earlier than 
expected. 

Adding to the urgency some dealers had said 
they would stop Cash for Clunkers sales even 
earlier to make sure the government reimbursed 
them for the rebates— or because they didn’t 
have enough eligible cars left. 

In the final hours, customers streamed in. 
Standing outside one of his car dealerships in 
Wisconsin, John Bergstrom said customers 
traded in 100 clunkers throughout his fleet of 20 
dealerships on Saturday and 100 the day before. 

“That’s about as good as it gets,” Bergstrom 
said. “It’s going out with a bang.” In all, 
Bergstrom said his dealerships sold 800 cars 
during the program, boosting sales 30 percent.

It's almost September, 
and fabulous (and expen- 
sive) fall boots are lin- 
ing store shelves around 
town. Since boots are an 
investment, you better 
know what you’re shell- 
ing out for. 

Who better to provide 
a primer than Lori Andre, who opened Lori’s 
Shoes on Armitage Avenue back in 1982 and, on 
any given day, has more than 10,000 pairs of shoes 
and boots in her inventory for the flagship store 
and its suburban outposts? Heed her advice and 
you’ll be kicking up your boot heels in no time. 


VOCAB LESSON

Know the trends 

“One thing that this season has got going for it 
is that there are some real strong trends,” says 
Andre. The three biggies? Cowboy boots (espe- 
cially shorter styles), motorcycle boots with studs 
or chains and over- the -knee styles (ladies only). 
For guys, the easiest styles for a first-time boot 
buyer to pull off are a harness boot or a simple 
side-zip style that stops just above the ankle. 

Get a good fit 

Andre’s motto is “It’s not a bargain unless it fits.” 
When shopping, wear your own socks (rather 
than those disposable shoe-store footies) and 
spend a full five minutes walking around in the 
store. “ If it doesn’t feel good now, it’s going to feel 
a lot worse later,” says Andre. Try the toe-wiggle 
test: They should have enough breathing room to 


wiggle freely inside the tip of the boot. Another 
trick? Stick your hand inside the boot to feel for 
bumpy seams or rough edges where the lining 
meets the sole that could potentially irritate your 
foot. And if your calves are either more muscular 
or slimmer than average, look for brands offering 
knee-high boots in wide and narrow calf widths. 

All about the material 

Why are some boots $50 and others $300? The 
materials and where the boots were made add up 
to what you see on the price tag. 

Look on the boot’s box or lining for a label not- 
ing what it’s made of. “Boots that are really high- 
quality are leather-lined, leather-soled and leath- 
er-uppered,” says Andre. Leather keeps your feet 
warm but is also breathable, and, when used for 
the sole, offers more flexibility and shock absorp- 
tion than molded plastic. But because leather has 


a more involved treatment process and a higher 
import duty, it’ll cost you. Likewise, a boot with a 
synthetic upper costs much less, but because the 
material isn’t breathable, your feet can be a hot 
sweaty mess after all-day wear. A made-in- China 
boot also will sell for much cheaper than a boot 
that’s hand-stitched in a small Italian factory 

Watch the weather 

“If you’re going to buy a $600 pair of leather 
boots and wear them in the snow, they’re going 
to get ruined,” says Andre. Salt and water can 
erode leather over time, unless it’s treated to be 
waterproof. “We always tell people, buy a syn- 
thetic boot that’s guaranteed waterproof {for 
snowy days] and wear your fashion boots when 
the weather is good.”

For a band that lists Jimi Hendrix, My Bloody 
Valentine and Broken Social Scene as influences, 
it’s odd that Wyatt doesn’t have a guitar player. 

How can the Chicago band do justice to the 
memory of “Loveless” or ‘Are You Experienced?” 
without an ax man onstage? But that’s just what 
the group does. 

“We’re guitarless, but it still feels like there’s 
a guitar in there. Except we’re doing it all with 
keyboards,” said the band’s frontman, Samuel 
Wyatt, who lends his last name to the group. “It’s 
pretty aggressive for a non-guitar band. ... It’s a 
whirlwind.” 

Wyatt first started playing the piano as a youth 
after quitting competitive swimming and find- 
ing he had too much time on his hands. Though 
Wyatt— the group — started only a year and a half 
ago, Wyatt the man has never stopped writing 
music. He says he’s written nearly ioo songs in the 
last five years. 

In that time, the group was more of a “record- 
ing project” than anything else. Samuel Wyatt’s 
friends would lay down tracks in his basement 
studio on weekends— bassist Allan Hall being 
the most regular contributor. They gradually 
built up their material. 


“Welcome to 

America,” Wyatt’s first 
album, was the result. 

With so many songs 
polished, recorded 
and ready to go, it only 
made sense to assemble 
a group and start per- 
forming live. Adding a 
guitar to the lineup was 
a natural choice as well, 
but something wasn’t 
right. 

“For a while we had 
a guitar player and it 
never really worked. So 
we decided to go gui- 
tarless,” he said, adding 
that they don’t need the 
guitar. “We capture the 
aggression and power of 
a guitar-led group without a guitar. Just by using 
the organ and synthesizer we can achieve a high- 
energy sound.”

What’s the craziest thing that’s 
ever happened to the band? 

Well, I remember one time with 
Dirty Faces [Wyatt’s original high 
school group], ... we were playing 
a show and I had a triple keyboard 
stand [and] ... it fell over. But Allan 
was on the side of the stage 
right next to me and he just lept 
up on stage and the stuff fell on 
him. That way, it didn’t fall to the 
ground. That was pretty wild. 

Most random moment in the 
group’s history? 

We do a version of “Benny and 
the Jets.” ... We wanted to try 
something going into the song 
that was a little bit funkier and 
unexpected. I thought, “Let’s do 
that famous Jackson 5 piano intro 
that everybody knows. This’ll 
throw ’em off and they’ll be really 
surprised.” Then, literally, the next 
day Michael Jackson dies. So, we 
do it and everybody’s like, “Oh, it’s 
a Michael Jackson tribute.” It was 
kind of a weird coincidence, m.s.

‘Crazy stunt’ effort by James Cameron to build buzz for film

Eager moviegoers got their first look Friday at 
extended scenes from James Cameron’s much- 
anticipated 3-D science fiction epic ‘Avatar.” 

About 16 minutes of the film was shown at 
IMAX theaters worldwide to fans who scored 
free tickets online. 

Social networking sites have been abuzz with 
reactions to the mammoth marketing blitz, 
which began Thursday when a 2-minute, 2-D 
trailer was released online. 

“Opinion after watching the Avatar teaser: 
meh,” wrote RedEye Twitter follower @mad 
pixelmonkey. ‘After the preview screening last 
night: wow” 

Online response to both releases seemed to 
match that of @madpixelmonkey. Analyzing 


the teaser, several movie blogs— including 
movieline.com and Spout blog— noted the film’s 
similar appearance to the 2008 animated flop 
“Delgo” and other science fiction movies. 

But the 3-D footage got positive reviews. 

“The trailer does not represent the movie 
properly,” said Dwayne Smith of Venice, Calif. 
“The trailer short-sells it.” 

‘Avatar,” which opens in theaters Dec. 18, 
tells the story of humans who embody ava- 
tars to explore the spectacular, but otherwise 
unsafe, planet of Pandora. It stars Sigourney 
Weaver, Zoe Saldana and Sam Worthington. 

The footage shown Friday at the Navy Pier 
IMAX and elsewhere takes viewers to the plan- 
et Pandora, where an ex-Marine (Worthington) 
is among a group of humans who have their 


brains linked to cloned versions of a native spe- 
cies in order to safely explore the spectacular 
environment. 

Relying on 3-D and performance-capture 
technology Cameron has helped pioneer, 
‘Avatar” is an immersive blend of animation 
and live-action movie magic. 

The Friday screenings were an effort by 
Cameron and Fox to build buzz for the film. 
Cameron, whose last flick was world box-office 
record-holder “Titanic” in 1997, knows how to 
make a splash on screen. He said his team came 
up with the “crazy stunt” of inviting people 
to the movie theater to watch 16 minutes of 
‘Avatar” for free. 

“The idea,” he said, “was to let people come 
in and really sample the quality of the goods.”
